Your correspon- 
dent ig well aware that a solitary raven 
has croaked his dismal augury as the 
shadow of his black wings fell upon 
the Hill—that to the earnest hoper for the 
good time coming, the glaomy, “sad and 
ominous bird of yore,” has been “ croak- 
ing € nevermore $° ” but the darkest hour 
is just before the rosy gates of Aurora 
swing upon their golden hinges. ~ 
1? The fact is, gentlemen, a few mills in 
this vicinity, not properly arranged for 
gold-saving, and working upon an inferi- 
or quality of quartz, have mage several 
runs, obtaining but insignificant yields.

Esq., for the prisoners. 

A jury of twelve men were empannel- 
ed ond sworn. The prisoners were a- 
rajgued aud the chiige re,d to then, to 
which they plead Not Guilty. The wu- 

-nosses in the case were then ordered to 
leave the contt root. 

J. N., Odell thea stated the case, ard 
what he expected to prove. ‘The Court 
then adjourned to 1 p’ulogk, 

Atl o’clock the Courtieassembled, and

On Wednesday, the 29th ulta, as uUnee 


men, Hy J. Rice, Hiram Pierson, and 
Wim, M. Young, were at work at some 
distance fron their cabin on Box Eider 
Cicek, about twenty-six aules south east 
of Denver, they beard their dog, ns Mr. 
Young expresses it, “making quite a 
fuss?’ Me. Rice, accompanied hy Mr. 
Pierson, started for the cabin to ascertain 
the cause of the trouble. Not returning 
after some hours, Mr, Young wet to rhe 
cabin, and found it in ashes, with the 
bones of his two companions calcined to 
lime, They were only recognized as the 
remains of hrs friends by buttons, and 
other bits of metal they had about them. 
There were marks of a severe struggle 
ou the ground near by, but nothing to 
show that any of the savages had fallen. 
Three arrows, fiom wh ch the points were 
gone, amf a broken and bloody war-elub, 
sone bullets, recognized as belonging to 
Ms Pierson’s gun, and a portion of n 
man's brains, lay near the door. ft ap- 
peared that Mr. Rive must have been 
thrown inta the cabin after it was set on 
fire, as his bones were found near the 
door, and not as much hurved as the of 
Me. Pierson. The Indians were evident- 
Jy found sucking the cabin, and murdered 
the two men as they approached, 

All that remained of the bodies were 
gathered up by Young and others, taken 
to Bentley's mills and buned, 


There was quite a quantity of provis- 


ions and farnnog and other utensils in the 
cahin, but no traces of any thing being 
left save a small quantity of flour, found 
on the ground in front of the eubla site. 
From the appearance of the ground 
around the cabin, it was eodjecthred that 
not far from twenty Indians were con- 
cerned yn the outrage.

A Man Hung. 


Lyxew Law. — Our community, pre- 
pared of course for all Rind of excitement, 
were hot much stutied this morning with 
the repoit that a man had been found 
hanging to a tree, about a mile up the 
Platte on the east side, A crowd repmred 
to the spot, and the bydy was recogmzed 
as that of Jobn Shear, formerly connected 
with the Vasquez House in this city. We 
visited the scene, and took notes of what 
came under our observation. 

The body was suspended about six feet 
from the earth, the rope passing over the 
limb ofa small poplar tree which ove- 
hangs a slough, and one end fastened to n 
small stump, abour thirty feet distant. 
Fastened ta the stump was n picce of 
paper evidently torn fiom a tuck memo- 
randum book, bearing this explannuon 
of the affir: 

This man was hung. It was proven 
that he is u horse thief.” 

The knot around the nerk was tied in 
regular hangman's style, and ths work 
seemed to have been performed by ex- 
perienced hands. ‘The arms were pin- 
toned behind just abave the elbow, with a 
strong cord, and so faras we could dis- 
cover there were no Mdicatious ofa strug. 

le. The face was not at all discolered, 

ut ‘the hands were much blackened, 
probably the offect of the tightcord around 
the arms. We examimed caefally the 
note pinned to the stump. tt seemed to 
be written ma disguised band, butleisure- 
ly and carefully. 

Of course there was much speclulation 
among the visitors this morning as to the 
authors of the deed and its justification. 
Some condemned the act in unmeasured 
terms, chiming that every man should 
roceiyo a fair trial, It was urged in an- 
swer thata fair trial in th community 
means a “ lxughable atter-prece or farce,” 
and that uo man found guilty of hore 
theft, or even murder woull have a de- 
saved punishment meted out to him, 

The majority seemed to acquiesce in the 
act, as a much-needed initiatory step 
towards the punishment of the gang of 

orse thieves, whose Inte depvedations 
have aroused the indignation of the entive 
community. :

Lear Gere, Sept. 7, 1960. 
Sditors of the Mountaineer, 

This section of the mines appears to lie 
as much jn darkness to the press of the 
territory as the interior of South Africa, 
or the great oceay around the North Pole. 
It seems to bo an undiscovered spot to the 
correspondents of the various newspapers 
which speak for the mining region. This 
is not so strange to your humble servant, 


l 


for well he remembers through whatftrib-. 


ulations he passed a few weeks since, in 
endeavoring to find this same Lump Gaich. 
Bidding adieu to my learned friends, 
Messrs. L, and De\V., on aur return from 
Mountain City, with a regret at the loss 
of full many a choice quotation trom Vir- 
gil and Cicero, wherewith they had fa- 
vored our mountain way with sach a clas- 
sieality, I tursed aff at the Four Mile 
House, and directed my horse's nose 
toward this gulch, which I was told I 
should find only four miles through the 
woods. After several “hours perseyering 
and hopeful riding through a drizzling 
pain, I brought up at a mountain ranch, 
where I received the pleasant information 
that I Had wandered some ten miles out of 
my way. So nl) F had left was to “’vout 
face,” and do that read o'er again. And 
after n Jong and tedious movement in the 
retrogrado, met a man who told the wel- 
come tale that he was an inhabitant of 
Lump Guieh, and that Iwas within a mile 
of its; and, following his direction, I 
took heart anew,” and pushed on again, 
But, alas! F found myself the victim of 
misplaced confidence, for long and wearily 
I wound my way over mountains, and 
through the attractive foliage of burned 
forests, until the sun was down, and I be- 
gan to scent quite a likely prospeat of 
spending the night supperless among the 
blackened trees,with a supper of scorched 


only ata rather slower pace, on, on I push- 
ed, and at last, in the twilight, my persever- 
anve was rewarded by a sight of the long- 
sought Lump Guleh. Persons seeking 
this place will keep to the left after leav- 
ing the Pour Mile House, and by direct 
road will find the distance about five 
niles. 


Very little was done in this section last 
senson, The gulehes, this year, have 
been considerably worked, but have not 
paid, with few exeeptions. Messrs. Lep- 
ley & Co, have had goud fortune in wark- 
inga rich claim, Near the South Boul- 
der, about two miles to the north-east, 
Moon anit Gambrel guiehes have been 
considerably worked, and the gold ob- 
tained is a very fine quality of shot gold, 
The opinion js expressed that if mghtiy 
worked these guiches would yicld profita- 
bly 3 but present indications are, that 
here, as elsewhere, quartz mining is to he 
the main reliance of the mountains. Not 
n quartz lead had hoen discovered in this 
region until last March, when the Gold 
Dirt Lead was discovered, on Gold Dirt,

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Hill, near the head of Gambrel Gulch, 
about a mile north of here, This lead 
has heen well opened, and the pay dirt 
has been sluiced for some time, paying 
very richly. Mr. Fairbanks, one of the 
discoverers, states that’ in one day there 
Was taken out thirty-six ounces of gold. 
The quartz also prospects highly. 

One steam quarta-mill is nearly ready 
to operate, and another is on its way to 
the lead. Since the discovery of this lead 
a great many others have been struck, and 
but few days pass without a new lead 
coming to light. Indeed, these mountains 
seem fall of then. Naot many have been 
opened very deep as yet, but there is 
avery-appearance, from the prospects thus 
far mnde, of many rich leads, with, of 
course, some worthless ones. The Racer 
Lead is now being opened, a mile or two 
from Geld Dirt, near the foot of Gambrel 
Gulch. ‘This is a peculiar lead, the patch 
diggings running into and overlying it, and 
the dirt paying to sluice from the very 
frass-roots. What quartz has been taken 
out is soft, and prospects very richly. 
Messrs. Racer & Jenks hold the Discoy- 
ery Claim, and thoy state that a few days 
will suffice te decide absolutely the value 
of the lead. 

Theralis every indication that quarts 
mining in this region of the prountains is 
to he largely developed another season, 
and mach preparation is being made for 
working leads the coming winter, Aras- 
tras are now running, and many more are 
being constracted this fall, to be in readi- 
ness in the Spring. There is fine water- 
power near the leads. The road out to 
the Four Milo House has lately been much 
unproved, and is now a good mountain 
read, :

The Vigilance Committee. 


That a prtofoundly secret Vigilance 
Committee is in operation in Denver,— 
that, through the confession of sev- 
eral parties, examined separately and mi- 
nutely corroborating each other, it has de- 
veloped the existence of a gigantic horse- 
Btealmg association, embracing sever- 
al men of hitherto fair 1epute in the com- 
munity, comprising 1n all more than fifty 
members, bound together by a perfect 
organization, and a complete system of 
seciet signs, grips and'pass-words, and 
its stations extending to the Missouri 
river — that A. C. Ford was President, 
James Gordon, Captain, John Shear a 
chef director, and another party now on 
his way to the river, Treasurer of the or- 
ganization, and that: upwards of one 
thousand head of horses, eattle and mules 
have been stolen by ıt during the present 
season, are matters of common noteriety, 
though no one seems to be cognizant of 
the manner in which they have come be- 
fore the public. Iris also generally con- 
ceded that John Shear was hung, and that 
A. C. Ford has expiated his c:imes by his 
life, through the instrumentality of the 
secret tribunal. 


The most remarkable and unprecedented 
seciecy characterizes the action of the 
Committee. The public at large is in 
utter ignorance of the names of its mem- 
bers. Even the men who called Shear 
from his bed at the Platte House, and 
those who captured Ford and Bentley in 
broad day light almost within sight of the 
city limits remain unkown. ‘This fact 
has caused a grand stampede ot the des- 
Peradoes, and produted some alarm even 
among reputable and worthy citizens. 

For any man, however guilty, to be 
hung or shot without a public trial, is un- 
questionably a startling and alarming 
transaction, and only justifiable under a 
most desperate condition of affairs. But 
did not that very condition exist among 
us? Public trials had became public 
farces. Three as desperate villains as 
ever went upbung, had escaped from jus- 
tice within the last few weeks. Itis as- 
certed credibly that the horse-stealing 
organization was so perfect and complete 
that no one of its members could be pub- 
hely convicted and punished—that scores 
of men in the community were ready to 
save them by false-swearinzg, bribing offi- 
cers, or if neccessary by open violence. 
It is perfectly certain that every man who 
did his duty by arresting, prosecuting, 
testifying against, and aiding to convictor 
punish them, became thenceforth marked 
for a victim—a target for the bullet of the 
open murderer or the midnight assassin. 


We deeply regret the necessity for 
these transactions. As journalists we 
have done our best to prevent it; and we 
predicted, weeks ago, in these columns, 
ibat if public trials continued to be made 
k mockery, secret trials, or no trials at all, 
hnd summary yengeance would become 
daevitable. We trust that the Committee 
pill embrace the earliest opportunity to 


’ make public—not necessarily the names

of its members, but the full and detailed 
evidence upon which they have acted. 
Meanwhile, so long as they pursue only 
the guilty— and no one asserts, we believe, 
that they have yet punished an innocent 
man — we shall not join in the hue and cry 
against them. Let us have crime ferreted 
out and punished — openly if we can, but 
secretly if we must. 
Citizens’? Trial in Golden City. 

Two young men named Linscott and 
Lammon were arrested near Ralston’s 
Creek last Monday, on a charge, of horse- 
stealing. They were brought to this city 
and on Tuesday a citizens’ meeting was 
called for the purpose of trying them. 
The meeting was organized by the election 
of James Macdonald, Esq., as Judge, and 
El: Carter as Clerk of the court. Mr. J. 
F. Kirby was appointed prosecuting attor- 
ney and Mr. J. N. Odell, at the request 
of the prisoners, undertook their defence. 

A number of witnesses were examined 
who testified to the fact that the prisoners 
were seen loitering in the vicinity of aspot 
where a horse and a mule had been found 
tied. It was contended by the prosecution 
that the youngest of thé prisoners had 
made confessions that would convict them; 
but the Court ruled that as these confes- 
sions were not entirely voluntary, they 
were not admissable as evidence.

Jn the absence of any protection to life 
‘and property from the General Govern- 
ment for the inhabitants of this tenitory, 
it seems to us to be highly proper and im- 
portant that the people should take all 
practicable measures for their own safety, 
by uniting together ın order to be ready to 
act in concert whenever the time shall 
come fer action. 

We have known'several instances in 
the eastern states, where serious rots 
were threatened, in which the simple 
presence of a well-organized military 
force was suficient to quell the disturb- 
ance, without their sniking a blow or fir- 
ing a shot. 

One or two companies of Mounted 
Riflemen in each town, drilled in the man- 
ual and giound movements, could be 
maintaimed at a trifling expense, as no 
regular uniform would be nevessary, and 
almost every one has arms of his own. 
The very fact of such organizations being 
in existence, which could he called togeth- 
eratan hour’s notice, would in a great 
measure deter our Indian neighbors from 
making any hostile demonstrations, if 
they were so disposed. 

There are many ways in which such an 
institution would be useful. From a 
company of men drilled in the tactics on 
horseback, and always ready to respond to 
the call ‘of their commander, details could 
be made ata moment’s notice to go in pur- 
suit of offenders, without the delay of 
drumming up regruits, preparing their 
arms, choosing their officers, etc. 

It is an old adage that prevention is 
better than cure, and in view of hostilities 
from the Indians, which many of our cit- 
izens apprehend, is ıt not well for us to 
enlist, and foim ourselves into military 
corps, and place ourselves under compe- 
tent officers, to be ready for any emergen- 
cy that may arise?

Mining Items. 

In a letter from South Clear Creek, we 
have cheermg news. Prospects are very 
encouraging, Where, a few weeks since 
there was but little being done, a great 
deal of activity is now manifested. Three 
or four quartz mills are set up, and nearly 
ready for operation. ‘Some eight or ten 
arastras are doing finely. There is an 

: excellent water power in this locality, and 
the owners of machinery are making use 
of it. Our correspondent’says they have 
the “most beautiful iittle valley in the 
mountains.” 

From the Boulder Diggings we are be- 
ginning to receive very encouraging re- 
ports. We are glad to record the success 
of the hardy miners there, who have per- 
severed through good and evil reports, 
and in the face of stampedes without 
number, Our attentive correspondent, 
Sniktau, in a private letter dated Sept. 7,

From one 
cord, taken from our claim, not a pound 
of which came out of the ground more 
than seventeen feet from the surface, 
Messrs, Kdon & Bro.’s mill has taken out 
$116,74.

The” Pony Express to be kept up till 
January: 


Mr. W, H. Russell, the enterprising 
manager and-principal proprietor of the 
Pony Express, has written to thiscity, an- 
nouncing that at a meeting of the com- 
pany who own that institution, held in 
New Youk recently, it was resolved to 
continue the trips of the Pony Express 
between St, Louis and San Francisco un- 
ul January, and then abandon the enter- 
prise altogether. It is confidently expect- 
ed, howevel, that at the ensuing session a 
bill will be passed granting some soit of 
an appropriation, to keep the Pony Ex- 
press running. ‘The late report which 
came from Califorma, to the effect that 
advices had been received which indicated 
an mtention to abandon’the Pony Express, 
turns out to be an error. No such an- 
houncement was ever authoiized to be 
made. The nearest approach to it was 
the declaration of Mr. Russell to Sen- 
ator Gwin, m Washington, when through 
the perfidy of the latter the fate of Hale’s 
Overland Mail Bill became apparent. 
Mr. Russel, in a casual way, told Gwin 


that if Government chose to let that mea- 


sure go, to serve the Texas route, he did 
not feel bound to carry on his enterprise 
at a positive loss. The public have not 
supported him as liberally as they ought, 
aud when the people of Califorma and 
the Atlantic states find themselves depen- 
dent on the old modes of locomotion 
which, although fast in their day, are slow 
now compared to the Pony Express line, 
they will begin to realize its value to them 
now. Many people will be astonished to 
hear that the Indian disturbances, which 


for a while interrupted the regular trips, 
cost the company upwaids of $75,000. 
This was occasioned by the loss of stock 


and the extra expense incurred by the 
hiring fifty men at fifty dollars per month 
to guard the express during the brief peri- 
od while the Indian troubles were at their 
height. When the troops were ordered 
to protect the route the number was so in- 
considerable as to compel the agent of the 
company to continue the guard. Although 
these men have heen discharged, the ex- 
pense has been enormous, and was not 
lessened, probably, by the summary orders 
of Mr. Russell, who telegraphed to have 
the route cleared at any expense. We 
understand Mr, Russell was to leave New 
York on Tuesday for Washington to at- 
tempt the almost impossible feat of induc- 
ing Postmaster General Holt to give him 
some assistance in the way of a small 
government contract to keep the Pony 
Expressfiom going down altogether. He 
has to contend with Holt’s prejudice 
against the West, and overland mails 
generally, and upon a direct route par- 
ticularly.—Mo. Democrat.

As 
might be expected, no sooner has public 
opinion turned against a man, than every 
crime in the calender is charged at his 
door. Itis now said that Shear left two 
wives in the States, and that his flight 
therefrom was to escape punishment, for 
the crimes of forgery and seduction ; with 
what tiuth the charges are made, we are 
unable to say. 

He was tried for theft in this city im- 
mediately upon bis arrival in Apis!, 1859. 
Subsequently and at various times he has 


cution was ever attempted. 

Recently, so we learn—in a confession 
made by a horse-thief caught almost in the 
very act, Shear was repoited to be one 
of the principal men im the gang that m- 
fests the country, and we are further in- 
formed that the statement was confirmed to 
an absolute certainty hy evidence advanced 
from other sources. We presume it 
was on that evidence, that somebody exe- 
cuted the vengeance of unrequited justice. 
Jr is not for us to pass upon the justice or 
injustice of the terrible retribution. The 
publie mind has been wrought up to such 
a pitch,and undoubted malatactors have so 
long gone unwhipped of justice, that it is 
not to be wondered at, that suffereis by 
the depredations upon property, that have 
recently become so frequent, assisted by 
their friends and others who are tired of 
the old condition of things, should take the 
power into their own hands to punish mis- 
creants who are proven guilty, and by so 
doing rid society of worthless members, 
and at the same time inaugurate an era of 
greater security, and set a terrible exam- 
ple to smaller operations, and those who 
are but just entering upon a life of crime. 

Much as we deprecate mob violence, or 
the working of Lynch law —and no one 
can be more conscientiously or sincerely 
opposed to it—we can in the present junc- 
ture see no other alternative than to resort 
to the extreme measures that have been 
adopted. Our “people’s court” has be- 
come little better than a farce, and, no 
other is recognized. If we gather the 
right inference from what we have been 
able to learn, every movement of the Vig- 
ilance Committee—or whatever it may be 
called, has been taken with calm delibera- 
tion; evidence has been amassed extend- 
ing back for many months, and in cases 
only where it has been most conclusive 
has action been taken. 

Verily, ‘ the way of the transgressor is 
hard.” When will those who strive to 
make money easy, learn that in the end, 
“ honesty is the best policy?”

* Gen. William Walker, of whose de- 
parture from the island of Ruatan, on the 
21st of June, we have before had accounts, 
arived off the Yucatan coast, en route to 
Nicaragua, on the ist ult. He had with 
him fiye vessels, and five hundred men— 
all well equipped, full of spirits, and 
amply supplicd with arms, ammunition, 
and provisions. Fyom Ruatan, off which 
island the five vessels made their rendez- 
vous, the voyage was a most BU at 
one, and the whole fleet passed down the 
coast in splendid style The expedition 
first came to anchor at the island of Coz-‘ 
umel, off the coast of Yucatan, where 1t 
remained communicating with the main 
land, and completing the preparations for 
the expedition, till the 20th ult It then 
set sail for Nicaragua direct, where, it 18 
believed, long ere this, to haye effected a 
landing.

Taking pity upon our unhappy mules 
and their more unhappy drivers, Mi, 
James Harrison furnished us this morning 
with aspan of fiesh and spirited horses 
and started with us for Colorado, Pike's 
Peak, at the distance of thirty miles rose 
in our view clear, rugged and distinct, its 


miles away, were the walls and roofs of; feet wieathed in pine, and its head crested 


with snow. A faint line — apparently a 
path or wagon road — was just traceable 
fiom the base to the summit. The nearer 
and Jesser mountains, dark, watet-worn 
and corrugated, in their ever changing 
lights and shadows afforded an infinite 
variety of forms and colors—a perpetual 
feast of delight. 

Our road through nearly the whole day 


was among the wonderful monuments of 


lune-stone, hewn and sculptured by the 
action of water in some remote age of the 
world. ‘Capitol Rock,” which stands 
on a little eminence, assumes the form 
of a strong fortress, with frowning walls, 
and an arched and corniced gateway, at 
which one almost involuntarily looks to 
see armed horsemen riding in and out. 
Further south, on Monument Creek, the 
pillars and statues, often rising to the 
hight of fifteen or twenty feet assume dif- 
fering colors, and a great variety of fan- 
tastic and familar shapes. Pagan idols, 
forms of animals and of human beings:

had chased the Peak once, and that, if 


not once too often, he considered quite of- 


tenenough, Butupon learning that there 
were ladies im the canse, he at last con- 
sented to become our guide, philosopher 
and friend. 

This morning our preparations were all 
complete; and accompanied by the ladies, 
in Mr, Harrison's emmage and a party of 
friends on foot, we went to the boiling 
fountains, two and a half miles from Col- 
orado; fortified ourselves with copious 
draughts from the mvigorating waters; 
proceeded half a mile futher up the rug, 
ged canon, when, crash! shattered the 
whiffletrees again, and the horses went on 
but the carriage didn’t. The crisis had 
‘‘arroven.”” OF course, wo could only 
tell our friends with the camiage, as the 
outsider remarked to the patriarch Noah, 
that they ought go on with their “old ark,” 
as we had no futher use for it. So with 
kind adieus and hand-shakings they turned 
homeward, leaving us to look, not back- 
ward,

Five or six gentlemen ftom Colorado— 
a separate party-—led the caravan. Next 
came Mr. Beach, striding like a Colossus; 
Mis. Matrimonial followed, in Bloomer 
costume, with a two-story satchel sus- 
pended fiom her belt, and crammed with 
various kniek-kuacks for the happy family; 
then Mr. Matrimomal, patient and jubilant 
that a vagrant “dorg” had joined the par- 
ty; then Miss Blank, also in Bloomer; 
whilo the Senior brought up the rear. 
Each o. the party were p@ovided with 
stout canes and drinking cups; both the 
ladies had thrown aside their sun-bonnets 
for the broad-brimmed hats of their com- 
panions; and the unhappy tio af men 
bent unter the weight of their heavy 
packs of blankets. Mr. Beach’s was en- 
hanced by a bottle of ardent spirite.vul- 
garly known as whisky, (the sherry having 
Jong since gone the way of all sherry); 
Mr. Matrimonial’s by a bottle of cham- 
pagne, which A. S. Cobb, Esq, with cruel 
kindness had thrust upon us and we didn’t 
wish to hurt his feclings by refusing 5 and 
Mr, Seniors by three days’ provision for 
five persons. (His burden weighed twen- 
ty-seven pounds, and he thought it twen- 
ty-seven hundred before ha got, back.) 

Oyr path was up a steep, narrow canon 
of one of the afluents of the Fontaine 


trees of pine, spruce and fir, thickly stud- 
ded the rugged canon walls, and wild hops 
and cherijes hung in profusion along the 
path. Berrie’ were also abundant, tempt- 
ing to the eye, but said to be deadly poison; 
and as some one brilliantly remarked, we 
had no time to bury any member of the 
party, so left them unmolested. 

Our noon camp was in a spot which 
would have caused the heart of an artist 
to sing for joy. Thestream, first appear- 
ing under a natural bridge of rock above 
us, came leaping down over its stony bed, 
ina cascade of fringed and braided foam, 
white as the driven snow; and was then 
lost among the huge boulders at our feet. 
An enormous mass of rock rose upon one 
side to the hight of nearly a hundred 
feet, and on either bank the singing waters 
were shaded by the tall pines and blue- 
tipped firs. Between and beyond their 
dark branches, a rugged, cone-shaped hill 
rose in the background, against a wonder- 
fully blue and pellucid sky. I never real- 
ized the utter poverty of language until 
gazing upon that matchless scene—a vision 
of beauty which will haunt me to my dy- 
ing hour. 

A lively shower soon recalled us to the 
practical, when ithe} ardent spirits of the 
party were checked by the discovery that 
every drop of liquor had escaped from the 
custody of Mr. Beach’s bottle. But as yet 
we felt the need of no stimulant; so we 
‘boiled our cups of tea by the camp fire, 
dined heartily, and were soon again on our 
way, "Our afternoon walk, or rather 
climb, was still along the precipitous and 
nearly impassable canon wall, where we 

often sank to the knees in the yielding, 
gravelly soil, and up and down almost 
perpendicular rocks, Another shower 
thoroughly drenched our clothing, and; 


finally, at 4 P. M., after entering a second | 


the camp where the advance party had 
‘halted. A glorious fire was soon blazing; 
ahearty supper disposed of, and did we 
mot take our ease in our nm? The old 
pine woods around that evening camp-fie 
echoed and re-echoed with the songs and 
laughter of meiry voices. 


Precisely five years ago, in the ald Gran- 
ito State, I was enjoying the grand pano- 
tama from the summit of Mount Wash- 
ington, with a fnend who 33 now wresting 
fortune from a silver mine of Arizona. 
His memory was fresh in one heart at the 
same hour to-night, as we sank to rest, 
lulled by the whispering pine and the mur- 
muring brook, and watched over by the 
quiet and loving stars, “which haste not 
and vest not, but shine on forever.”

That, whereas the said A.C. Ford and Sarah 
Jane Vailes, have since the first day of January, 
1860, lived together as husband and wife, and by 
their said agreement that day made, are so to con- 
tinue to hve until death shall them part, andın 
consideration of the said Vailesso living and domg 
and performmg her said duties as such wife 
as aforsmd, to the sad Ford, the sud Ford has 
agreed and by the presence does agreed and give, 
and by these presence does convey to be to her, the 
said Vales, at his death one-half of all the Real 
Estate, and all the household and kitchen furni- 
ture of every name and nature, and one horse 
saddle, bridle and halter, and one equal one-half 
of all personal goods, chattles and demands which 
may be due and oweing the sad Ford at the 
time of his death whenever the same shall occur. 
And ıt is further understood if the said Ford shall 
fail upon his part to do and perform the part of 
this agreement, then the said property vests im- 
mediately ın her the smd Vanes upon his refusal

I have just concluded a short excursion 
to the several quartz mills m thig galch, 
and I find there are already in operation 
twenty-one mills, four nearly completed 
and ready to run, and two for: which 
foundations are being got ready. Jfigqd 
two Ellithorpe crushers and twenty-three 

stamp mills, unitedly capable of crushing 
on an average oighty cords of quartz rock 
daily. Three hundied and fourteen men 
are employed around these mills in, vary 
ous occupations, Two bundied and, nies 
ty-two thousand seven hundred dollars 
of money is now invested in the mulls 
and equipments of this Gulch The fig- 
gregato power used to drive these mills, 
amounts to: four hundred and thirty-six 
horse, There are eleyen from thé maou- 
factory of P. W, Gates & Co., of Chicas 
goyten from St. Louis,two from Elhthorpe; 
Chicago, one each from W, Unity, Quy 
Alton, NI., and Burlingtan, Iowa. Thora 
are in addition two water mills, ar 

Nearly all of the mill owners appenr td 
be doing well, although probably. not se 
wall asthe sanguine expectations df many 
looked forward to, Activity “prevails | 
among them, and if we had an ample.sup- 
ply of water, which we soon expest ’by 
means of the Nevada Ditch just abort 
completed, everything would go on Much 
better, ‘Ihe wate: now hemg usedl,is too 
dirty, and there is not enough of if. , My 
experience leads me to believe that havdly 
one mill in thig gulch has yet had'an fair 
chance ‘to show its capacity ta crush 
quartz or saye gold. 

Tam glad there is a prospect of soon 
having a mill-owners’ association in this 
gulch for mutual counsel and protection, 
and I believe the organization of such a 
body would be followed by very beneficial 
results. Thero are many men who are 
easily discouraged and ready to givé up 
quartz miwng; but there is no sufficient 


reason, I think, from the exparienct of 


our mills, for discouragement, - «Many 
mills have, it 13 true, failed to gave the 
gold at fist, but after gaining more expe- 
rience, they have almost uniformly suc- 
ceeded, 

Ono mill in this gulch more particularly 
attracted my attention: that of the La 
Grosso Mining Compauy, owned by C. P, 
Sykes & Co., and situated about three- 
fourths of a mile from the junction of Ne- 
vada and Eureka Gulchos. The machin- 
ery of this mill was made hy P. W. Gates 
& Co., of Chicago, It is a twelve stamp- 
ery each stamp weighing four hundred 
pounds Tho engine, which is a station- 
ary one, is fiftcen horse power.

> Mining Items. 

We are indebted to Mr. Sam. F. Tap- 
pan, who has been upon a three weeks’ 
tour of observation to Tarryall and the 
Blue, for some items of interest. In gen- 
eral, through the section of country west of 
the Snowy Range imsiness was progressing 
steadily and miners’ generally doing well 
where they were at work. Upon the Blue 
the claims are nearly all abandoned, as 
they find great difficulty in working, on 
account of the water. The bed ‘rock is 
very deep, and the water comes in upon 
them, preventing the cutting of ditches. 

In the ‘Nigger,’ or Utah Gulch, one mile 


| east of Breckinridge, are 25 claims and 


about 75 miners, all doing well—from 
$3 to $30 per day to the hand. The dis- 
coverers (two negroes) made $5,068,68 
each. Claims have sold as high as $3,000 

In French Gulch, three-fourths of a mile 
north-east from Breckinridge, about 150 
miners are at work, making five or six 
dollars to the hand, This 18 considered 
the poorest gulch in the district. 

, In the Gibson Gulch are $5 claims, all 
good, but only two of them are worked 
for want of water. From these they are 
taking from six to twelve dollars per day 
to the hand with rockers. 

In Gold Run, about 200 men are at work, 
a majority of whom are doing well. The 
best ron was fifty dollars to the hand. A 
portion of the claims are abandoned. 

The Georgia Guich is quite rich. All 
the claims are worked. Nuggets have 
been found worth as high as ninety-five 
dollars. 

The Richardson dry diggings, yield 

‘from three to nine dollars per day to the 
hand. 

In Humbug Gulch twelve claims are 
worked, and are yielding finely. The 
miners here average about twenty dollars 
per day. Water is brought nine miles, 
from Swan River, at a cost of $1,260, 
Claims are now paying better than ever 

Flour is selling at Breckinridge at $22 
per cwt., sugar at 35, coffee at 35, bacon 
and hems at 40, fresh meat 6 to 12 cents 
per lb., tobacco $1, butter 80 cents, onions 
60 cts, i 

At Tarryall Mr. Tappan found from 
twe to three hundred miners at work, all, 
apparently, doing well. They are making 
from five to fifteen dollars per day. The 
largest weeks’ run was $1,600, by Bowers 
& Co., with two sluices.

A few days since an old acquaintance 
from Eastern Kansas called upon us, just 


browned and shaggy, entered the office of| in from the California Gulch. He has 


the Pike’s Perk Express Company, bear- 
ing sacks upon their shoulders which they 
deposited upon the counter like bags of 
corn. Then, causing the doors to be 
closed, they opened their pouches, and 
emptied them of twenty-seven thousand dol- 
lars, m gulch gold, The shining dust, 
whose luster had never been dimed by 
any retorting process, glittered with pe- 
culiar brilliancy, and abounded in nuggots, 
the largest of which were twice the size 
of a silver dollar. The owners of the 
treasure are two miners just in from Cali- 
fornia Gulch. They commenced working 
there early in the spring without a dol- 
lar; but finding that their claim yielded 
richly, employed from thirty to forty men. 
Their claim yielded, in gross, forty-five- 
thousand dollars, The balance had been 
consumed by expenses, but the sum they 
had with them was the net profit of their 
summer’s labor. . 

They paid the Express Company $600 
to carry it to fit. Joseph, and went in, 
Fhuisday morning, upon the same coach 
withit. Their names were J. M. Rafferty 
from Ohio, and George Stevens from 
Philadelphia, Stevens was formerly a 
stage driver, employed upon the Salt 
Luke route. 'They state that other miners, 
upon claims immediately adjoining theirs, 
have worked during the whole season as 
hard and perseyeringly as they, without 
realizing anything above expenses, 


Trip to the San Juan Mountains, 
Our townsman, Mr, E. E. Cheney, has 
just returned fiom a prospecting tour 
among the San Juan Mountains, and gives 
us some itéms of interest. 
‘He started from California Gulch about 


the 15th of July, with a company of twen-| Q 


ty-one men, under the direction of Capt. 
Charles Baker. They traveled some three 
hundred miles;in a southwest direction, 
into the Navajo country, They prospect- 
ed extensively upon Grand River and its 
tributaries, finding more or less gold at 
every trial, The gold found in the gulches 
is very fine, and evidently washed from 
leads. Mr. C. says that quartz leads are 
very plentiful throughout the San Juan 
Mountains, and he 1s of opinion that it 
will become one of the richest mining 
sections in the country. 

The party met very few Indians on the 
trip." One party of about twenty Nava- 
joes was met, who appeared very shy at 
first, but upon being approached in a 
friendly manner, were found to be peacea- 
ble. Some small parties of Utes were 
met, but all of them were friendly. Upon 
their return through the Co-chec-to-pe 
pass they met a couple of squaws and 
some boys, driving a herd of goats. Mr.

now worked hard and perseveringly, for 
two seasons, in the diggings, and is ponrer 
than when he came to this region, in May, 
1859, He maintains bis cheerfulness and 
hopefulness, however, and is determined 
to persist m wooing the lady Fortune until 
she becomes more kind. 

Lesgthan one hour after he parted from 
us, another old acquaintance came in, also 
from California Gulch. He has been 
working there only four months, but has 
realized from his “patch ” claims a com- 
petence, with which he designs starting 
for the states in a few days. His experi- 
ence, in gulch miming, affords a fresh il- 
lustration of the precarious nature of gold 
seeking. Early in the season he owned 
a claim, which yielded $150 00 above ex- 
penses, and then proved to be entirely 
worked out. The claim immediatel 
above his, on the gulch, has paid a clear 
profit of about four thousand dollars The 
one adjoining his, on the other side, has 
produced nothing, but has involved the 
owners in debt more than a thousand 
dollars. 


The Old Road to Gregory’s.

We find the folowing just remarks in 
the Rocky Mountan Herald, and heartily 
endorse them.

(Editorial Correspondence of the Mountaineer.) 
A Trip to Pike’s Peak. à- 


JI. 

Thursday, Aug. 30th.—At five o'clock 
this morning—our second day among the 
mountains we rose, made hasty toilets, 
with the brook fora mirror, breakfasted, 
and continued our journey. Our way, 
unmarked by path or trail, was over steep 
hills and through two rugged, difficult 
canons, with a smooth, grassy valley be- 
tween. The hill-sides are often marked 
by the deep, broad tracks of land-slides, 
from summit to base. An old traveller, 
forty years ago, objected to the name 
‘ Rocky” as inappropriate to thése moun- 
tains, but he evidently wrote of things he 
had not seen. Among countless and end- 
less masses of disintegrating rock, one 
enormous chair of granite, overlooks a 
little kingdom of hill and valley; but the 
Titan who sat upon it was long ago de- 
throned by one of Nature's terrible con- 
vulsions, which uprooted hills and ‘rent 
them asunder, and hurled gigantic bould- 
ers about like pebbles. 

The packs began to hang like mill-stones 
about our necks, enabling us to realize for 
the first time the emotions of a pack mule, 
and provoking the query, in my own mind, 
whether a man who will casry twenty- 
seven pounds of blankets up the moun- 
tains is not of the long-eared species him- 
self? At eleven o'clock a cold, violent 
rain commenced. Half-drenched and 
shivering, we reached the shelter of a 
shelyingjrock upon a hill-side; with diffi- 
culty kindled a fire, and dined upon a rab- 
bit which had surrendered unconditionally 
to Mr. Matrimonials revolver. The only 
true philosophy of getting wet is to get 
soaked, Moist clothing brings a hesitating 
discomfort ; but in feeling that every 
thread is deluged, there is a kind of des- 
perate satisfaetion. So leaving the ladies 
in their dismal retreat, we spent an hour 
im the driving rain, feasting upon the ripe 
raspberries, which were very abundant, 
and then returned with cups of the delici- 
ous fruit—votive offerings to the damp. 
divinities. : 

Tn song and conversation, reading and 
whist-playing; the afternoon wore away. 
Early in the-evening the Colorado par- 
ty of robust and vigorous working men, 
who had gone amile or two beyond our 
camp, passed by on their return, having 
given up the trip as too severe for them. 
We gathered an ample supply of wood ; 
the dead pines, often six inches in diameter 
and twenty or thirty feet in hight, were 
easily overturned, their brittle roots snap- 
ping like pipe-stems. As the fire was our 
only comfort, we piled on the logs until 
the flames leaped high into the xir, and 
chased the thick darkness away. Four of 
us huddled under the rock, while the fifth, 
as the least of two evils, sat grimly is the 
open air, wrapped in his blanket and 
brooding upon destiny. The rain now 


certainly were not characterized by dry 
wit, one by one we fell asleep. My own 
recollection of that procrustean bed ex- 
tends only to eleven o’clock, when I was 
wooing the drowsy god, with my feet in 
a mud puddle, a sharp rock piercing my 
ribs, and a stream of water running down 
my back. At midnight a general commo- 
tion awakened me ; the air had become 
very chill, and the whole party arose and 
sought the fire. After steaming for a few 
minutes before it, 1 crept as far as possible 
under the rock, rolled myself once more 
in a wet blanket, and slept soundly until 
morning, leaving my companions to muse 
on the beauties of nature. 

Friday, Aug, 31.—Awoke soon after 
daylight, to find my ftiends still ont in the 
rain, around the camp-fire, sitting among 
the rocks in gloomy contemplation, like 
Marius amid the ruins. We took our 
frugal breakfast, as far as externals were 
concerned, a morose and melancholy 
group. We, the ARSE pias carried 
our heads with unwonted rigidity, and 
belonged to a stiff-necked if not a perverse 
generation. Less than half the jour- 
ney was accomplished, and we had only 
one day’s provisions remaining. One of 
the ladies had worn through the soles of 
her shoes in several places; and both were 
wet, cold and exhausted. But to our in- 
quiries as to the feasibility of proceeding, 
they replied that they had started to as- 
cend the Peak, and were going to the sum- 
mit either with or without us ! 

By seven o’clock we are again climbing 
appalling hills and wet and slippery rocks; 
but suddenly the rain ceases, the breaking 
clouds turn forth their sitver lining, 


“ i 

Like pensive Waero nar e nig hes tears.” 
The valleys behind us were submerged 
under an ocean of pure white clouds, with 
mountain summits here and there dotting 
its even surface in islands of purple and 
emerald. Before us, far above the inter- 
vening hills, rose the Peak, mantled in 
fresh snow, with the path or trail up its 
barren side, clear and distinct, 

In the genial sun-light, for the first time 
in twenty-four hours, we began to experi- 
ence the comfort of dry clothing. The 
hills, for thousands of acres swept hy vast 
conflagrations were verdureless and black, 
and studded with tall pines and firs, leaf- 


less and branchless, like the wilderness of 


masts in a great seaport. ‘The valleys 
were shaded with graceful aspens, whose 
leaves quivered in the still air; and car- 
peted with luxuriant grass, rising to our 
waists, and interspersed with bright flow- 
ers of pink and white, blue, yellow and 
purple. Our, progress was impeded by 
hundreds of fallen tree-trunks, three and 
four feet above the ground, whose sharp, 
jagged branches were trying to the pa- 
tience of all, and more especially to the 
meager skirts of the ladies. 

We dined luxuriously in a raspberry 
patch, where the ground was almost liter- 
ally covered with the luscious fruit. Soon

the very summit. The thin air rendered 
respiration very difficult; and at five P, M. 
we camped in a state of extreme weari- 
ness, Just as the rain again commenced. 
We now understood how a healthy man, 
a few days ago, became deliriows from fa- 
tigue, while making the ascent. 


the Indies began to excite serious appre- 
hensions; but they fell asleep almost in- 
stantly, while Mr. Beach and the Senior 
started for water. But the stream-bed, 
ten yards distant, broke the word of 
promise to our hopes, It was as dry as the 
Suhara; and we had no alternative but to 
limp down the rocks for half a mile, In 
something more than an hour we again 
reached camp, each with two cups filled to 
the brim. My companion had barely 
strength to articulate that he would only 
ke the trip again to save his dearest 
friend from dying. Isucceeded in gasp- 
ing out an injunction not to waste the 
precious fluid; and while the Matrimo- 
nial with a grim smile prepared supper, 
we reclined upon the ground utterly ex- 
hausted. 

The strong tea, as usual, revived us all; 
and we started on just as the rain ceased 
and the clouds scattered, affording a grand 
view of the mountains below us, and the 
canon walls opening out upon the great, 
dreamy prairies beyond, One of the la- 


dies was taken suddenly and violently ill ; 


but after a fit of vomiting recovered with 
equal abruptness. In Jess than half an 
hour we were on the verge of vegetation, 
and camped for the night. We were 
hardly stretched upon the ground, before 
a roaring fire, when another shower came 
on, drenching our blankets, and then 
changing to hail. Before nine o'clock, 
Mr. Beach began to pay the penalty of 
his long exposure to the rain, in a distress- 
ing attack of rheumatism, which drove 
him from his bed, and kept him up,writhing 
in pain during the whole night. His weary 
companions, except the unfortunate one 
upon whom the care of the fire devolved, 
rested in‘quietand unbroken slumbers,until 


“ Mights candles were burnt out, and jocund day 
Stood tip-toc on the misty mountain tops.” 


Saturday, Sept, 1st—-Awoke this morn- 
ing to find the ice lying ahout ua upon the 
ground so thick-that wo could gather it by 
handsful. ‘Though we all wore like Cassius 
“a lean and hungry look,” our scant lard- 
er could only afford us each a small biscuit, 
and a piece of meat somewhat larger than 
a silver dollar; but amplecups of tea im- 
parted new strength. Mr. Beach’s rheum- 
atism disappeared with the dawn of day- 
light, and at five o’clock we left our packs 
bebind and resumed the journey in excel- 
lent spirits. We were in a dense forest 
of pines and firs; but végetation ceases so 
abruptly that in ten minutes we stood up- 
on the open, bare mountain side, with no 
green thing about us except a few flowers, 
and beds of velvet grass among the rocks. 

The remainder o7 the ascent is very 
abrupt. We followed the line, which in 
the distance had appeared like a trai}, but 
which “proved to be a deep, enormous 
gorge, more than a mile in width! The 
summit seemed very near; but we toiled 
on and on for hours, often climbing the 
sharp rocks upou our hands and knees. 
The rarity of the atmosphere rendered it 
impossible to go more than a hundred feet 
without pausing for breath; but in the 
grand scenery we forgot our fatigue and 
remembered our weariness no more. The 
ladies at one point astonished us,and found 
vent for their enthusiasm, by singing in 
full, strong voices 


“t This is the way I long have sought, 
And mournod becauge I found it not.” 


Many tufts of wool indicated the 
haunts of the mountain sheep—an animal 
of wonderful agility. In leaping down 


a i : 
from the high rocks—often an incredible 


distance—they strike upon their hard, con- 
vex horns, so shaped by nature as to re- 
ceive the most violent concussions without 
injury. The sky assumed a deeper and 
richer blue, and the spots of snow and 
ice began peiceptibly to enlarge. Even 
here the flowers did not desert us; but 
hundreds of tulip-shaped blossoms, of 
faint yellow and purple, opened their 
meek eyes through the freshly-fallen snow. 
It more than repaid al) our toi), to see the 
cheek of June, with its purple flush, nes- 
tle among the silver locka of December. 

Finally, the highest flower and the Jast 
blade of grass remained behind; and be- 
fore us were only rocks piled upon rocks, 
and a few delicate alpine mosses. The 
path up Mount Washington is a macad- 
amized road in comparison with this 
route. It became difficult to avoid falling 
asleep during our brief pauses, but we 
pressed steadily on. Jesting and laughter, 
like the atmosphere, grew rare, though 
Mrs, Matrımomal had not “lost all ber 
original ,brightness,”’ for to a suggestion 
in regard to making our marks upon the 
Peak, she replied that she had made her 
Mark already! The Matrimonial was too 
far gone to retort, but rolled up his mild 
eyes, and looked unutterable things. 

Before reaching the top we turned 
southward from a direct course, to look 
down a gigantic gorge, known as “ the 
Crater.” The enormous chasm—half a 
mile across, and enclosed by nearly per- 
pendicular walls of sharp, jutting rocks— 
is apparently twelve or fifteen hundred 
feet in depth ; but I detected no signs of 
volcanic agency. "We succeeded in over- 
turning a few huge rocks hanging over 
the edge; nud they wem rolling down the 
side, leaping from ledge to ledge, rebound- 
ing like balls of India rubber, and long 
after they disappeared from view, crash- 
ing and reverberating in the valley below, 
like distant thunder. One shelving rock, 
which overhangs the edge, affords, to the 
spectator lying flat upon big face, a fine 
view of the yawning abyss; but trembles 
so perceptibly upon its insecure founda- 
tion as to detract materially from the en- 
joyment of the scene, 

We passed the two patches of old snow 
—banks ten or twelve rods across, and 
three feet in depth—and at eleven o’clock 
of the fourth day out from Colorado, we 
stood upon the summit of Pike’s Peak, 
fourteen thousand five hundred feet above 
the sea-level. The female members of 
our party—Mrs. Marx L, Buunt and 
Miss Appx M, Sars, both denizens of 
Golden City—were the first ladies who 
ever accomplished the ascent; and richly 
earned whatever of immortality the small 
caps of the Mountaineer can give them. 

The view from the summit I will at- 
tempt to describe in another and conclud- 
ing letter. A. D. RY

Letter from Bent’s Fort. 
Bent's Fort, ON THE ARKANSAS, Sept. [5th 1860. 


We arrived on ‘S hursday night, after a 
pleasant trip of five days. Commissioner 
Greenwood has heen hore for a week, ac- 
companied by his son and a son of Secre- 
tary Thompson of the Cabinet. Tho 
prospect of making n satisfactory treaty, 
or, in fact, a treaty of any kind is ex- 
trembly doubtful, and our visit will prob- 
ably prove a bootless enc. No Indians 
are here, excepta few Cheyennes and

Judge Greenwood is compelled to leave 
here in about a week, to meet the Kaw 
Indians in Eastern Kansas, on the 5th of 
October ; while at least a month, say the 
knowing ones, would be required to effect 
a satisfactory treaty here. Again, it wil} 
be found difficult to select a spot for abo- 
rigines to settle upon. Bent insists upon 
having the whole Fontaine Qui Bouille 
reserved for the Cheyennes, while the 
Arapahoes want all the Arkansas country 
above this point. Of course the settlers 
will object; and if any arrangement is 
made, the Indians will probably be put 
over on the Republican, or in some other 
locality where they will not interfere with 
“our manifest destiny.’ 

The work on Fort Wise is progressing 
rapidly, and it will be one of the finest 
military posts in the far West. Two or 
three hundred men are at work on the 
stables ; the walls of stone are two feet 
in thickness, and will be a good defense 
agoinet Indian attucks. Sutlers’ goods to 
the ainount of $100,000 have arrived on 
the ground. The officers anil attaches of 
the command occupy a part of Bent’s Fort 
for the present. Thirteen wagon loads d 
goods for the Indians have arrived, but if; 
there is no treaty there will be no pres- 
ents, The lage number of workmen and 
visitors give the vicinity of the fort a pe- 
culiarly hvely and animated appearance.
